Hurters Kindly Take Notice! 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—One of 
the most sweeping and far reaching 
national game laws ever enacted will 
•o into effect on Wednesday of next 
week and the government has sent 
copies of the Weeks-McLean Migra­ 
tory Bird Law to all parts of the colin* 
try so aa to give the authorities and 
the hunters throughout the country a 
chance to become acquainted with the 
provisions of the law. 
The law fixes the seasons for shoot­ 
ing migratory birds and also divides 
the country into two sones, a northern 
and a southern, in order that the birds 
may be protected to the fullest extent 
Twenty-five states are in the north­ 
ern zone, while the southern zone com 
Prises the remaining 23 states. The 
shooting season for the two zones va­ 
ries according to the classification of 
the four classes of migratory birds. 
Spring shooting is absolutely pro­ 
hibited, as is the shooting of migra­ 
tory birds between sunrise and sun­ 


set. In most cases three months of 
open shooting for water fowls are al­ 
lowed, and in no case will there be 
less than 30 days, when birds may 
be shot during the period of their 
greatest abundance.
